PLAINE TRVTH 
Without Feare, or Flattery. 


N the 28 Pſalm, Verſe 6. The Spirit of God ſpeaking these of Indges and Rulers, 

faith; they are Gods, andall of them children ofthe moſt kigh 3 bur ke telleth them 

they ſhall die like men, and fall as one of the Princes. We unhappy men of -Eng- 

land, have at this time a generation of ambitious imperious men, {ome of 

Houſes of Parliament, whoſe Names ye may elſewhere find ; who by their power 
and ſubeill praiſes doe frame and aſſume to themſelves a ſupreame power over 
us, and would faine be taken for Gods, and Sons of the moſt High by us ; yet they 
neither rule us like Gods,nor demean themſclves amongſt us as children of the moſt High : 
but rule us like Tyrants(a degeneratekind which God never made nor owned) and demean 
themſelves more like children of diſobedience ( ſerving their own baſe luſts and pleaſures) 
then children of the moſt high : for were they ſuch, they would ſecke the will of their Ea- 
ther in heaven and good of his People. Butthe Spirit faith they thall die like men ; the 
which it may be doubted theſe men beleeve nor, but rather with the AtheiRticall Epicure 
thinke they thall dye like Beaſts, and that the ſoule, as well as the body returnes to the { pri- 
mam materiam,) and ſo, if they can bur eſcape the hand of juſtice here, they dreame not 
of kearing of their wicked deeds hereafter ; and therefore they have reſolved (it appeares 
for the accompliſhment of their owa unrighteous ends, after the manxer of all Atheiſtical! 
. Stareſmen, who caſt the feare of God, and conſideration of death and judgement behind 

them )) to aſſay all waies and meanes of wickedneſle, as to yow and not pay, co promiſe and 

Not performe {wear and forſweare, covenant and breake, to feign, Hatter, and play the ky- 
pocrite, ( I had almoſt ſaidthe devill) to berray, deſtroy, rob, ſpoyle oppreſle, and violate 
all law and rule of government,infringe all rights,and liberties, impriſon, perſecute,deceive 
their truſt, requite evill for good, and doe all manner of miſchiefe and injuſtice, even what- 
ſoever Sathan, and their wicked hearts ſhall prompt them unto ; inſomuch thar whatſoever 
they ſay ar make ſhew of, their evill doings declare that they belecve not an immortallity 
Ks juſnce : they profeſſe themlelyes Chriſtians, bur if ye obſerve and conſider their a- 
Rions,you muſt ſay(and if you were a ranger you would ſweare they were heathens : yea 
they doc worſe then heathens ; for did ever heathens take the name of their inſenſible Gods of 
wood and ſtone, ſo frequently and ſolemnly into their mouthes, by way of oath and co- 
venant, as theſe men have done, and had it 7 little in reverence, and ſo little reſpe& to what 
they have [worne; as theſe men have had the name of the great and terrible God of heavens 
and of their oathes made unto him ? read all Stories, andſearch all Centuries of Ages, and 
ifthere be any ſuch cxample of perjury, and ſwearing falſely by their God, equivalent to 
the example of theſe men of this | RRM will ries efcr my (elfe for a ſacrifice, to ex- 
piate my offegce againſt their holines;and yet they are ready with Agurs Harlot, Pro.30.20. 
to wipe their mouthes, and ſay we have done no wickednes, But that the truth may be made 
apparent, and expiated, let us heare their promiſes, vowes and ſpeeches, and compare their 
deeds and promiſes. 

Firſt they doe in the Proteftation. promiſe, vow, and proteſt, in the preſence of Almighty 
God(whom (ure they think is like the God of Baals Prieſts,thar could ncither hear nor fee) 
to maintaine and defend with their lives, powers, and eſtates, the true reformed Proteſtant 
REI exprefied in the Dotrine ofthe Church of England, againit all Popery, and Po- 
piſh Innovations within this Realme, contrary to the ſame doGtrine, &c. 

Yer they are now ſetting up, and have ct up ſo farreas in themlyerh, a Religion never 
before heard of within this Realme, and quite c to the profeſſed doftine of, the 
Church of England, it being wholly oppoſite unto Chil, anda meer Popiſh innovation, 
wrought out 1117s _ riolently wnpoſed upon us ; And thus it comes to pale, by the 


confederacy of a haughiy trayterous Party in the houſe of Parliament; of which are the 
Earles of Api. as/ Stamford, Sir Phillip Stapleton, Mr. Hollzs, and others with the

(and yet the King in preſence,for they caunot now pretend a neceſſity by his abſence ) and 
making uſe of his name to violateall Lawzoppreſſe che People;zand ro commit all injuRice: 
ina word,to deſtroy our Liberties,and to exccutethcir own Arbitrary wills. They ſpcake 
of having the Kings power with them virtually 3 but we can neither (ee nor find any of its 
roper vertuc either among them,or from them 3 for his Majeſtics Regall power is juſt and 
mercifu]l, regulared by Law, preſervative and corrcQivez and not unjult,cruell, irregular, 
and illegall,defacing and ucſtructive z as the cftQs haye been of the power which the Par- 
Hament hath exerciied. And rs, the Kings eſtatc and revenues ; no queſtion but 
it is accumulated,and that they have it in bank;for they have been very parcimonious Stew- 
ards;they can hardly (pare eicher the matter money for his neceffities,or his ſervants any for 
wages : He,likea Ward,or Pupill, is at their ſer allowance, and content with the pirtance 
his late tutors and guardians will allcw hin;;I doubt not bur it will prove that ſome of them 
have made better | oa to themſelves both out of his eſtate,and the Republiques alſo. .

Dignity; you preſenily incurre 
(through the powerful Vores of this Party)the Parliaments high diſlike and diſpleaſure, and 
it is a ſufficient badge,that you are an enerny, becauſe you ares to Traitors to the Statc ) 
witnes the high diflikze of rhe Armies wiie, and juſt demand, of his Maj-ſtics royall aſſent 
ro an Act of incempnity;& truly if they take a bare Parliament ordinance without the Rey= 
all aflent, I will not give them oe farthing for their ſecurity; and it will be found that rheir 
Tadges,Chancellours, Exciſe men,and >equeltrators, are in the ſame caſe as the Souldiers; | 
And ro endeavour or petition for liberty, according to the Protcitarion, is as much as to 
beo a Priſon,toſuefox juitice, is to be accounted ſedirious ; in a word, to be fincere and 
honcſtisto be adjudged warthy.of notruſt, imployment, or preferment, 

Bur ro make the truth, and.the wicked practices and purpoſes of this deſtroying Party in 
both Houles, yer moreplain and open,theſe cunning contrivers, of our intended Vaſſalage 
and thraliom, frame a combination and canfederacy by covenant with the Scots, and by

1. $.-but not one 
Word do th.y ipeak for juitice, or liberty of the Subje&, though they ſee all oppreſſion and 
violence rage and raign amongſt us, this part of the Covenant they lifted up their hands as 
kighto God, and ſwore as ſolemnly co performe,. as any other, but becavl: they haveno 
aſl for it, they regard it not : the truthis, they profeſs they know God, but tn works they dc»

' left heeſhould flip and fall, or loſe his way, and become a prey at length ; the weak 
man lends the other bis ſtaffe to ſtay him up, and defend him, and the ſtrong man by his 
| Rreogth rakes up the weake, and fo they both with much bazzard and trouble gat up to 
' the top of this inacceſſible- Mcuntaine ; and now th'y might ſee the long defired end of 
= -* their journey, and themſelves paſt all danger,which made them both glad,znd 
* Obſerve. to congratulate : * Bur the weary weak man, having now been brought ar 
the charge and by the ſtrength and ſupport of the other, through all ſtraites 

and difficulties, and knowing himſelfe to be much in arreare to his friendly fellow Travel- 
| Jer, and that hee wonld expe fatisfaQtion 8nd recompence, and like beneficence from 
; kim, when they were atreſt, and all chings were accompliſhed; Hee tooke his Rtaffe = 


him, (which hee had lent him-for a ftay and* defense unto him untill kee had carried lim 
up the hill) and taking an occafion ts nel with bim, abour ſome ſlip, denyall of ſome 
monies, or negle@ of his advice, fell upon him-and beate him, bound him, and robbed 
him of his moncy and treaſure, and fo kft him mthe middeſt of a thicker, deſtinne and 
{o deſtroyed and undone. The weake weary man yee may ſuppoſe to be'the Parliament : 
The ſtronger and better provided, to be the wiſe Lord Major, Aldermen, and Common- 
councel-men, with the ret of the Presbyteriall faRion in Londen : The Mountaine to 
be the Presbyrers defigne : and the Staffe to be the Militia ,' which is now pur into the 
hands of che Presbyterian party in London. The application I leaye to the apprehenfion 
of them, and of all judicious Cirizens, and Commoners of England. And will conclude 
with wiſe Solomon , There is no new thing under the Sunne : that which hath been is 
now : And what is there that hath been, which way nor be againe ? Premoniti premu- 
niti, forewarned halfe armed, and ( przviſa minus 1zdunt ) things fore-ſeen doe lefle 
hurt. I wiſh you really well, yee grave Citizens of London , for your owne and Eng- 
lands ſake ; and God make you diſcerning and wiſe , that yee may nor By the diſſembling 
epiſtlcs and ſpeeches ofa deceitful] hypocricicall Nation , and the ſubrill ſophiſtry of an 
ambitious aſpiring party in boch Houſes of Parliament, ſuch as Stapleton, Hollis, &c. and 
of the proud, covetous Clergy , be made the inſtruments (after you have ſerved their 
rurnes) of your owne ruine and the LanJs.
